congregation in annual convention. Thirty-eight years ago the ven- 


erable pastor of this congregation, the Rev. Geo. H. Trabert, D. D., 
visited this city for the first time and laid plans for the establish- 
ment of the first English Lutheran work on the territory of the 
great Northwest. It was not on this spot, but in Old St. John’s, 
located at that time in the down town district of the city, that the 
beginning was made. Seven years later work was started in this 
location. On December 1, 1897, the “Pioneer Missionary of the 
Northwest” returned to this field and has faithfully served this con- 


gregation until the present time. No one has been more intimately 


connected with the development of the Synod of the Northwest on 
this territory than the pastor of this congregation. He has seen 
the English movement grow from a nucleus of seven souls until to- 
day when it numbers a mighty host laboring and worshipping in 
more than three score of congregations, scattered over the most 
extensive territory geographically in the United Lutheran Church. 
This day, June 15, marks the fiftieth anniversary of Dr. Trabert’s 
entrance in the work of the Gospel ministry. Synod is happy to hold 
its annual convention in Salem church at this time and to take part 
in a fitting celebration of this important event. 


The past year has been a very fruitful one for the Synod of the 
Northwest. Pastors and congregations have been very faithful to 
their obligations to Synod. There have been many signs of real 
progress and growth. The new financial system adopted two years 
ago is no longer an experiment and already has imitators in other 


portions of the church. It marks the first year of the reorganized 
home missionary field forces under the superintendency of Dr. Bieber 


and that these men have been busy is evidenced by the fact that no 
less than fourteen new congregations applied to us for admission into 
Synod this year. This is more than twice the number received at any 


previous convention. Two of these are former General Synod congre-

My dear Mr. President: 


In view of the approaching Convention of the English Synod of 
the Northwest, I am addressing this letter to you in order to call your 
attention to several matters of interest to Constituent Synods found in 
the minutes of the Exeeutive Board of the United Lutheran Church. 

The first is concerning the Model Constitution for Congregations 
which was approved and ordered published. A copy of the Model Con- 
stitution will be sent free to each President of a Constituent Synod. 

(Minutes of the Executive Board of April 15th, 1920, page 171f.) 


In order to simplify as much as possible the matter of securing 
wines for sacramental uses the following action was ss by the 
Executive Board: 


“Resolved, That it is the sense of the Executive Boards of the 


United Lutheran Church in America, that wine for sacramental pur- 
poses may properly be procured under the provisions of Article VII, 
Section 51, of Regulations 60 relative to the Manufacture, Sale, etc., of 


Intoxicating Liquor, and that we recommend this as the simplest = 


easiest way to procure wimes for such use.” 


The regulations of Article VII, Section 51, in as far as they re- 
late to application for wines are as follows: 


“The head of the ecclesiastical jurisdiction (ordinarily the 

- bishop of the diocese or a corresponding official who is at the 
head of some territorial association of churches) must approve 
all applications for sacramental wines made by individual min- 
isters of the Gospel, priests, or duly authorized church offi- 


cials, on Form 1412, or he may designate some minister of the 
Gospel, priest, or other official to approve such applications. He 


should at once notify the director whether he will approve such 
applications himself or of the names, titles, and addresses of the 


persons designated by him to approve such applications. 
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“Individual ministers of the Gospel, priests, or duly author- 
ized Church officials desiring to procure wines for sacramental 
purposes must make application in triplicate on Form 1412, ex- 
cept that where transportation is involved, one or two additional 
copies should be made for delivery to the carrier or carriers at 


the point of destination, as required by Article XVI. After sign- 


ing all copies, they must send same to the official designated by 
the head of the ecclesiastical jurisdiction to approve such appli- 
cations. After approval of the application, the person approv- 
ing same will send all copies to the wine maker or dealer men- 
tioned therein who is to furnish the wines. After shipment or 
delivery the vendor will note on each copy of the application that 
the wines have been shipped or delivered, together with the date 
of shipment or delivery, and will on such date send one copy to 
the Director of the State in which the applicant is located, one 
copy to the official who approved the application, and will retain 
the remaining copy on file as authority for shipment. Where 


5 more than three copies are filed with the Director, the remain- 


ing copies should be forwarded to the applicant. The Director 
and the official approving such applications will file all such appli- 
cations so received. The applicant will, where necessary under 
the provisions of Article XVI, furnish the copies of the applica- 
tion returned to him to the transportation company or local car- 
rier.” (Minutes of the Executive Board of April 15th, 1920, page 
155f.) |

The following statement and recommendation are also referred by 


order of the Executive Board to the Constituent Synods: | 


“As all of the Synods will meet before the Biennial Conven- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church and many of them will not 
meet again thereafter until the lapse of almost a full year, we 
suggest that the Executive Board through its officers recommend 
to each Synod at its next meeting that it fix its apportionment 
year to begin December ist of each year, in order that there may 
be uniformity, and that each Synod in its Convention give author-

Budget of the United Lutheran Church, which may be agreed 

upon at its next Convention. In this way there will be a prompt 

and uniform action which we believe will not interfere with 
the proper administration of the financial affairs of the individual 

Synod.” 

The object of asking that the Goud make the apportionment 
year begin on December Ist is not only to secure uniformity but espe- 
cially to provide that the new apportionment in years in which the 
Convention of the United Lutheran Church is held may become effec- 
tive as soon as possible after its Convention. 

That Synods may more readily approve the other request, namely, 
that authority be given to the Executive Committee to approve the 
Budget or apportionment which may be assigned at the next Conven- 


tion of the United Lutheran Church, I would say that it is the judg- | bee 
ment of the Finance Committee that there will not be a great in- . 
crease over the Budget which was fixed for the present biennium. „ 
There will, therefore, be no great risk taken by the Synod in conferring 1 
the authority requested. (Minutes of the Executive Board, April . 
15th, 1920, page 162.) 
Another item is the resolution adopted by the Conference of „ 
Presidents at Harrisburg, Pa., in February. The following is the reso- _ 1 
“That it is the sense of this meeting that such a Conference 1 

of Presidents is essential to the welfare and progress of the „ 
United Lutheran Church, that we recommend the perpetuation 1 


of it to our several Synods, and ask for the same sanction of the 
United Lutheran Church.”

Co-operation 
The Synod of the Northwest occupies a strategic position geo- 
graphically. Covering the states of Wisconsin, Minnesota, the Da- 


kotas, Montana and the Province of Manitoba, she occupies an ex- 
panse of territory which is a mighty domain in itself. Only one who 
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has traveled . realizes the meaning and the undeveloped 
potentialities of these magnificent stretches. It is that portion of the 
country where the Luthern peoples of Europe have found a home in 
larger numbers than in any other section. It is estimated that the 
Lutheran population of this territory holds property worth at least 
ten billions of dollars. Being the most densely Lutheran portion of 
America, it becomes the most fruitful Home Mission field of the 
church. It is the section where the sects are the busiest and most suc- 
cessful in systematic proselytism not only in gathering Lutheran ma- 
terial into English congregations but into more than one thousand 
non-Lutheran congregations, using the German or Scandinavian lan- 


During the past few years a great change has taken place in 
the thinking and the attitude of many of the leaders in the church 
on our territory. On the one hand there is the realization of strength 
and possibilities that goes with large numbers. On the other hand 
there is a keen realization of our lack of influence which does not 
measure up in any way to our strength in numbers. There may be a 
multitude of reasons for this fact but the chief reason is a divided 
church, oftentimes intensely provincial in spirit, which has stunted 
our vision and outlook, retarded progress, impeded our impact and 
driven the progressive and substantial element out of our churches 
and filled the Reformed churches with Lutheran material. These 
leaders feel that the day for co-operation is at hand and that the 
principle should be put into practice at once. They feel that a 
tremendous Home Missionary problem confronts us in this transition 
period but it cannot and must not be done along the old lines of free- 
lancing competition, which can N breed misunderstandings and 
jealousies. 


— 


In conformity with the desires of Synod as unanimously ex- 
pressed in the Resolutions on Co-operation, adopted at our last Con- 
vention (pp. 47-48), which were heartily endorsed by the Home Mis- 
sion Board of the United Lutheran Church, your president has en- 
deavored to secure an expression on the same from the Norwegian 
Church. After a careful survey of the whole problem on the part of 
the president of the Norwegian Synod and a number of selected ad- 
visors, he announced that he believed the way was now open for a 
fifty-fifty policy of Co-operation as soon as our Synod has given offi- 
cial endorsement of the doctrinal statement which was unanimously 
adopted by the National Lutheran Council in Chicago, III., March 11- 
13, 1919. This doctrinal statement, which is a simple statement of the 
position we have always taken, was mailed to all pastors some days 
ago. The Executive Committee will ask that this Doctrinal Statement 
be endorsed by Synod at the earliest moment so that our action may 
be presented to the Norwegian Church which is in session in this city 
at the present time. I sincerely hope that Synod will take favorable 
action. An aggressive policy of friendly co-operation is vital to _ 
future welfare of the — Church in the 666 | 
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Educational Institution 


With the rapid growth of our Synod, especially in the Western 


Conference which comes to us with ten mission congregations and 
with the increasing difficulty of securing sufficient and suitable men 
this year to man the many points that should be occupied, the prob- 
lem of an educational institution confronts us as never before. In 
Wisconsin and Minnesota our young people are beginning to attend 
the institutions already in existence in increasing numbers and this 
movement should be encouraged. In the Western Conference the 
situation is somewhat different. If we are to occupy the land and to 
do the work that God evidently wants us to do there is an urgent 
need of an educational institution on that territory. The way seems 


to be open for the establishment of such an institution at Bismarck, — 


N. D. This institution need not necessarily belong to the Synod of 
the Northwest. The Executive Committee of Synod which has had 
this matter under advisement for some time and the Synodical Super- 


intendent of Missions will bring in resolutions which will call for = 


most careful consideration on the part of Synod. 


Pacific Theological Seminary 


In the early years of the development of our work we were en- 
tirely dependent upon the East for ministerial supply. It was unsat- 
isfactory. Many men, some of them good men, came to these parts 
but they did not stay long. Many of them were unsuited for the 
task, became discouraged, and returned. The church suffered. Of 
recent years we have drawn heavily upon the Chicago Theological 
Seminary. The story is different now. Without that institution the 
Synod of the Northwest would not be the power that she is today. 

For years a band of faithful missionaries have been laboring on 
the Pacific coast against tremendous odds. The work has not pros- 
pered as it should have prospered. Frequent vacancies and prolonged 
- vacancies without any source of ministerial supply has been the most 


discouraging feature. Others have succeeded where we have failed 
because they have established schools on the ground, To fill a great 


need, and in answer to prayer of those who understood, the Pacific 
Theological Seminary came into being several years ago. It required 
great faith for the Pacific Synod which is really a child of the Synod 
of the Northwest and numbers only 1,662 communicant members to 
establish this school but it has been struggling along heroicly and sue- 
cessfully. About a year and a half ago this institution called the 
veteran Home Missionary Superintendent, Dr. J. C. Kunzmann, to be 
its President and he is busily engaged.in collecting funds for the 
erection of new and needed buildings and permanent endowments. 


With an adequate faculty and the necessary equipment the Pacific 


Theological Seminary would soon become a beacon light of tremendous 
power on the West Coast. 


I recommend most prayerfully and earnestly that the Synod of 


| the Northwest, which is the product of years of home missionary ef- 
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fort and which has been most signally blessed during the past year, 
consider the annual support of a professor’s salary and residence at 
the Pacific Theological Seminary. 


University Student Work 


The Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church through 
its University Work Secretary memoralizes the various Synods that 
the several pastors as early in each summer as possible report the 
names of all their young people who plan to attend other than 
Lutheran schools to the University Work Secretary, Rev. Paul H. 
Krauss, 159 North State Street, Chicago, III., in order that he may 
inform the various students and local pastors in the university centers 
throughout the country of the new students who will be coming under 
their care. In this way advance personal services can be rendered 
the student by the pastors, an interest in the University Lutheran 
Church established at the beginning of their university life, and 
relationships cultivated that will count for much in pastoral super- 
vision and Christian nurture during the — * formative col- 
lege years. 


Candidates for the Ministry 

A great Church-wide effort is now being made to lead capable 
young men to dedicate their lives to the work of the Gospel ministry. 
The church should be brought to a conviction that it is as much 
under obligation to raise up a future ministry as a future member- 
ship. For a number of years this Synod has had a Committee on 
Students for the Ministry. During the past few years this commit- 
tee has been taking its work quite seriously and we believe that it has 
resulted in much good. The Board of Education of the United Luth- 
eran Church has taken the matter in hand and proposes, first, 


to make and keep a complete list of the names of boys and young 


men from each parish of the United Church; second, to send them 
directly from time to time literature of such character as will pre- 
sent the claims of the holy office upon these youth for serious con- 
sideration in the plans they are making for life’s work; third, to ask 
the church, from the pastor down, to commit herself to a program 
of prayer and labors to relieve a most serious situation present and 
future that is threatening in the extreme. I urge that the pastors 
of Synod co-operate with the Board of Education in every possible 
way. 


| Brotherhood Work 

During the Great War a number of men’s organizations were 
effected in the congregations of Synod which were mostly identified 

with the Lutheran Brotherhood of America. This movement, com- 

monly known as the L. B. A., is intersynodical and is especially 

strong among the Scandinavian and German congregations of the 

Middle West. A great Convention was held in the city of Chicago 
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several months ago which was attended by a goodly number of dele- 
gates from the Synod of the Northwest. With the Merger came the 
Federated Council of Lutheran Brotherhoods of the United Lutheran 
Church which will hold its Convention in Washington, D. C., Octo- 
ber 18, 1920. There is no need of conflict between the two move- 
ments and a perfect understanding of the relationship of the two to 
one another and the church will no doubt be found. In the mean- 
time the Lutheran Brotherhood of the United Church through its 
Secretaries appeals to us to endorse the Brotherhood Movement of 
the United Church and to reorganize our societies so that they will 
also belong to Brotherhood Movement of the United Church. Synod 
should express itself on this matter so that there may be uniformity 


and that congregations organizing Brotherhoods may know on what 
basis they should proceed. 


Standard Statistics 


The Church is interested in standard and * statistics and 
report blanks. To promote the gathering and publication of true and 
uniform statistical information is one of the purposes of the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council. In order to achieve this eminently desir- 
able end, a uniform statistical blank has been prepared and it is re- 
quested that we authorize the furnishing of the required informa- 
tion at required intervals. I recommend that Synod authorize the 
Chairman of the Committee on Statistics and Parochial Reports to 
furnish the required information. | 


Ministerial Relief 


At the last Convention of Synod the Board of ‘Ministers’ 8 
sion was authorized to transfer our fund and holdings to the Board 
of Ministerial Relief of the United Church. This I understand has 
been done. The Secretary of the U. L. C. Board, the Rev. Edgar 
Grim Miller, D. D., who is with us for this Convention, proposes to 
raise as soon as possible an Endowment of not less than two mil- 
lion dollars and asks for the appointment of a committee of three or ise 
five, the majority to be laymen, to co-operate with the General See- 1 
retary and the United Church Board in their campaign of Propaganda | 
and Funds. This committee is to be known as the “Committee Co- 
+ operating with the Board of Ministerial-Relief.” I heartily recom- 1 
mend the appointment of such a Committee. 5 


Nachusa Orphanage

institutions of its own. In the early days it was busy with its pro- 
gram of establishing congregations in strategic points and most f : 
these congregations contributing to all of the general causes of the — 
church, a fact in which the Synod has always taken considerable Peek 

pride, found themselves fully occupied in raising their apportion- , ss 
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ments. For years, however, there has been a feeling that Synod 
should do something for the orphan and on a number of occasions the 
matter has been discussed on the floor of Synod. Since the Merger 
many of our pastors have been receiving literature from the Nachusa 
Lutheran Orphanage, at Nachusa, IIl., and a recent number of the 
Nachusa Orphanage Tidings indicates that this institution of the 
Church has found many new friends in our Synod. We rejoice in this 
fact. It demonstrates that it pays to advertise. We commend this 


work to the careful consideration of Synod, believing that it would 
‘make a strong appeal to the children in our Sunday Schools. 


Pastors’ Salaries 
ie several years Synod “an been urging an increase in the 


salaries paid to ministers with most encouraging results. Congre- 
gations generally understand that their faithful pastors have been in- 


cluded in the class that have suffered most in these days of high cost. 
On the basis of the present value of a dollar I think it can be said that 
there is not a man in Synod who is not laboring for a smaller in- 
come today than he received five years ago. It is gratifying to note 
that practically all congregations have remembered their pastors with 


.jiberal increases. May there be further adjustments until all congre- 


gations have not only reached but passed the minimum of $1,500 and 
free parsonage set by Synod. Synod also asked congregations to 
provide an automobile and other suitable equipment for modern par- 


ish work wherever this is possible. It is likewise gratifying to note 


that this provision has been carried out in a number of congrega- 
tions. 


Constitution 

A few years ago Synod adopted a Model Constitution for Con- 
gregations. It was never printed in quantity. Frequent requests 
are made for this constitution and a limited number of mimeographed 
copies have been struck off. The Executive Committee of the United 
Church calls our attention to a Model Constitution prepared for gen- 
eral use in our congregations. Synod should decide whether it will 


continue to use its own model or adopt the model provided by the 
church. The latter can be secured in quantity in printed form. 


| Salaried Presidency 
This matter has engaged our attention for some time. The 


- Synod of the Northwest has considered itself one of the progressive 
- bodies of the church. It has its own peculiar problems; it covers 


the largest territory in the United Church. The demands made upon 
its president have been extremely heavy. A year ago the proposition 
was referred to the Conferences for consideration. The Executive 
Committee of Synod is unanimous in its opinion that the time has 


‘arrived for the election of a salaried president and will bring in a 
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recommendation to this effect. Your president after three years in 
the pastorate and the presidency is convinced that the efficiency of 
Synod would be increased 100 per cent. | 


Next year Synod will celebrate its Thirtieth Anniversary. Many 


important events have transpired in this time. History has been 


made. It is to be feared that many of the pastors and congrega- 
tions have not kept an historical record of congregational activities, 
important dates and events, pictures of former pastors and original 
places of worship, etc. The gathering and preservation of important 
historical data before it is too late is really of greatest consequence. 
President Knubel, through the Archivist of the United Church, has 
addressed a circular letter to Synodical Presidents urging: the im- 
portance of inaugurating plans for the preservation of such material. 
To some extent this may be considered a matter for Synodical Archi- 


vists but it is also a matter for Synodical Historians. It would be 


well for Synod to instruct the Historical Committee on this point. 

The President desires to express his appreciation for the readi- 
ness of the members of Synod to assist him in the many tasks which 
constantly confront us. This splendid co-operation which has always 
prevailed in our body has been an inspiration to your President. It 
has lightened many heavy loads. An important Convention is before 
us. May the Holy Spirit lead us to do His will and may we ever 
be true to the function of the Church to preach, teach, testify, con- 
fess, defend and promulgate the Gospel as it is revealed in Christ 
| Jesus and to be fruitful in works of mercy and of love.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of Synod held four sessions since the 
last Annual Convention in the city of Milwaukee, at which times the 
instructions of Synod were carried out to the best of the ability of 
the Committee, and such matters of business were transacted as came 
before the Committee. The minutes of the Secretary indicate the fol- 
lowing items of interest and importance: | 


1. Student Aid 


During 4 past year + Boao gave assistance to five young men in 
their preparation for the Gospel Ministry, and has assured the same

2. Salaried President 


At its session in April, the Executive Committee passed, unani- 


mously, the following resolution: 


a. Resolved, That we recommend to Synod that it proceed to the 


election of a salaried President at its next convention, to be held June 
15, 1920, Salem Church, Minneapolis. 


The Committee then appointed a special committee of three of 
its members to submit resolutions as to the method of procedure, 


which resolutions were adopted at the meeting of the Committee on 


June 14, and are as follows: 
b. As to constitutionality: 
We find nothing in the constitution of Synod which 10 any way 


stands in the way of electing a salaried president. On the contrary 


the duties of the president of Synod are outlined as follows in Arti- 
cle VI, Section 2: “The president shall . . exercise pastoral oversight 
of the congregations, institutions, and ministers of the Synod 


and in general perform such duties as will promote the harmony and 


development of the Synod.” It is our opinion that while a pastor 

might perform these duties at the time the constitution was framed 
and the Synod was made up of seven pastors and six congregations, 
they can now be performed only by a salaried president. 


c. We recommend that Article VI, Section 1, be changed to 
read as follows: The officers of this Synod shall be a president, a 
secretary, and a treasurer, to be elected by ballot for a term of three 
years. The president and secretary shall be ministers. The election 
shall proceed without nomination, and a two-thirds (2-3) vote shall 
elect. Should a third ballot be necessary, the vote shall be confined to 
the two receiving the highest number of votes, in the second ballot, 
and a majority shall elect. The president shall not be re-elected ex- 
cept by a four-fifths (4-5) vote of the members present, but this 
restriction shall not hold after the seventh ballot, when a majority 
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shall elect. The presidents of the Conferences shall in the order of 
their ordination be, ex-officio, the vice-presidents of the Synod. | 

As to salary: 

d. We recommend that the salary be fixed at $3,300.00 for this 
year. 

As to duties: 

e. We recommend that Article VI, Section 2, be changed to read 
as follows: The president shall discharge the usual duties of the 
office, exercise pastoral oversight of the congregations, institutions, 
and ministers of the Synod, arrange for installations, and, at the re- 
quest of the congregation, attend the laying of corner-stones and the 


consecration of churches; when possible attend the meeting of the 


Conference, and in general perform such duties as will promote the 
harmony and development of the Synod. | 


He shall also preside at the meetings of Synod and appoint all 
committees. He shall be ex-officio president of the Executive Com- 
mittee of Synod, president of the Home Mission and Church Exten- 
sion Board, and chairman of the Finance Committee. 


He shall report in writing at each annual meeting of all his offi- 
cial acts and the state of the churches and institutions of Synod and 
submit any suggestions or recommendations he may deem proper. 

3. Educational 


‘Resolved, That Synod endorses the founding of an Educational 
institution in the western portion of this Synod, n if pos- 
sible, at Bismarck, N. D. 

4. Miscellaneous 


On motion the Executive Committee recommends to Synod that 


the salary of our Mission Superintendent be fixed at $2,700.00 per 


On motion Synod is requested to authorize the Executive Commit- 
tee to use its discretion in the matter of appropriating aid to stu- 
dents in preparation for the ministry when the Committee deems it 
advisable to go beyond the limit already set by Synod. 

On motion it was resolved to recommend to Synod that hereafter 
the books of the Treasurer of Synod be audited by Certified Account- 
ant before the convention of Synod, and’ the report of said accountant 
to be submitted with the Treasurer’s report, and that for this year 
the books be placed in the hands of an auditing committee to give a 


general summary of the standing, and that as soon as possible to be

Mark’s, Grand Forks, add 608 members and over 1,000 souls to our 
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Synod. The confirmed membership of the other mission is 2,230, 
and the baptized membership, 3,014, or a total of confirmed, 2,838, and 
baptised, 4,014. The membership has gained 1,134 members during 
the year. 

The mission congregations pay their pastors $15,846.00 and the 
Board $12,010.00 per annum. The Board pays the District Mission- 
the General Board of $1,210.00 towards the missionaries and $2,000 
aries $8,100.00, and appropriated $3,000.00 towards the contingent 
fund for new work—a total of $23,110.00. This is a net increase by 
towards the contingent fund. 

Eight of the missions have parsonages. 
The missions have $62,738.00 Church Extension loans, including 
$17,838.00 in Winnipeg. The missions paid off $2,000.00 during the

REPORT OF THE THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY OF THE 
EV. LUTHERAN CHURCH AT CHICAGO, ILLINOIS 


It is 8 generally known that affairs at our Chicago Seminary 
are not as they should be. Our Synod is concerned with the welfare 
of this institution. To no small degree does Synod owe its existence 
and present strength to this school. Its future development in like 
measure is contingent upon its functioning in the future as in the past. 

Your Committee recognizes the equity of the church and of Synod 
in this corporately independent school, and in justice to this equity 
would report any matter within the concern of Synod. However, the 
disturbance is internal and until the Seminary authorities have made 
final disposition of the matter, your Committee would recommend that 
Synod refrain from discussing the present situation.

REPORT OF THE THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY OF THE 
EV. LUTHERAN CHURCH AT CHICAGO, ILLINOIS | 


During the scholastic year 1919-1920, there were in attendance 
at the Seminary a total of sixty students, of which seven are minis- 
ters of the Gospel. Only once in the history of this Institution in 
1896-1897, did the Seminary report a larger total enrollment. Of the 
total enrollment for that year, fifteen were ordained ministers. It is 
with unfeigned gratitude that we note that during the scholastic 
pear just closed the Seminary had the largest enrollment of candi- 
dates of Theology in its history in twenty-nine years. 

There were enrolled in the Extra-Mural Department by corre- 
spondence sixty-nine students. Upon two of them the Board at its . 
spring meeting conferred the degree of B. D., in view of the success- 
ful completion of required number of courses, the Rev. Hans Krause 
of Bellville, Texas, and the Rev. Prof. Paul E. Kretzmann, Ph. D. of 
St. Louis, Mo. 
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The advantages of the Extra-Mural courses are again urged upon 
the attention of our ministers. The Chicago Lutheran Theological 
Seminary is not a correspondence school, and it does not admit un- 
ordained ministers into its Extra-Mural School. This School was es- 
tablished in 1891 for ordained ministers alone, to enable busy pastors 


to continue systematic work by correspondence under the direction of 


the Seminary. The Seminary is ready to offer its services to all who 
are inclined to avail themselves of the advantages of this department. 

An encouraging fact that will always give prominence to the 
scholastic year of 1919-1920, was the establishment of the Passavant 
Memorial Professorship of Missions in our Seminary by the Pitts- 
burgh Synod. All the friends of the Seminary rejoiced with profound 
gratitude to God for the establishment of the Mrs. Louisa Bohn 
Franke Memorial Chair of the English Bible. In the Bible is found 
the foundation and the inspiration for all theological study. After 
the founding of this important professorship of the English Bible, 


the next logical step was the establishment of the Chair of Missions. 


Such a department involves the great-practical work of the Church, 
for Missions is the Divine program of the Church. At its last meeting 
of the Pittsburgh Synod of the old General Council held at Pittsburgh 
on November 17, 1919, it was unanimously resolved to establish a 


Passavant Memorial Professorship of Missions in our Seminary. This 


resolution was made the action of the merged Pittsburgh Synod at 
its session on Friday, November 21, 1919. It is especially significant 
that the first Convention of the Pittsburgh Synod, after the merging 
of. the two synods of the same name that labored for years on the 
territory that intimately experienced the unselfish labors and devotion 
of the sainted Dr. Passavant, the Founder of our Seminary, should 
be signalized by the establishment of a Passavant Memorial Profes- 
sorship of Missions in the Seminary he prayed into existence. The 
Pittsburgh Synod deserves the undying gratitude of the whole Church 
for this gracious and appropriate act. May the Pittsburgh Synod 


always continue to merit the name of “the Missionary Synod,” and 


may our dear Seminary never fail to deserve the title of the “Mis-

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BOYS’ WORK 


This is the first report of a Committee appointed to take up 
this new and important work in our Synod. The Committee ac- 
cepted the charge of the “Work Among Boys Committee” of the 
United Lutheran Church and began to work on its prescribed and 
privileged tasks. A survey of conditions on our territory was made 
through the questionnaire method, and on the basis of a 65% re- 
sponse the following information was gained: 

Number of confirmed boys in the parish (under 18) 783; of this 
number 312 are in Sunday School. There are 2,043 boys (under 18) 
in the Sunday Schools of Synod. Difficulties are experienced in 


holding boys to the church in the post-confirmation period because 


of parental indifference, distance from church, lack of efficient 
teachers and strong leadership, employment, evening amusements, 


high wages, unchristian homes, and negative community spirit. The 


methods used in enlisting boys include pastoral appeal and per- 
sonal work, visitation by the Sunday School staff, “red and blue” 
contests, boy workers, social programs, neighborhood canvass, 
group organizations, camping periods, orderly promotion from grade 


to grade. Absentees are followed up by the Pastor, Superintendent, 


teachers, district committee, special secretary, and parish deaconness. 


Boys’ organizations under the following names are active: 
Luther League, both Junior and Senior, Boys’ Club, Boy Scouts, 


Rangers, Forum. These are properly controlled by the Pastor or 


under the supervision of deacons or superintendents. In the case of 
Boy Scouts the Scout Master is a member of the local church. Pas- 
tors report these groups of religious, educational, and social value, 
fostering interest in the church and holding the boys through the 
danger period. 

Poor equipment hampers successful. work. Sunday School 
rooms, basements, social rooms, parish houses, Y. M. C. A., and 
High School gymnasiums are being used in the interest of the boys. 
Your committee endeavored to extend the work being done for 


boys hy enlisting the interest of the pastor as a central unit. “A 


Plan for Congregations in their work with Boys” was sent to each 
pastor, urging the appointment of a Boys’ Work Committee in the 
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local congregation with authority. centralizing in the Church Council. 
A helpful list of books that deal with this work was also included. 
As a result interest in this hitherto partially developed field is in- 
creasing, thirteen Boys’ Work Committees were appointed, many 
new organizations came into existence, special activities for boys 
were planned and promoted, and more boys will be in attendance 
at summer camps. Some pastors are experiencing difficulties with 
the problems of leadership and equipment, but are doing their level 
best under limiting circumstances. 


In the matter of education, morals, delinquency and probation 


only a brief summary of the findings can be included in this report. 
Of necessity, religious instruction is excluded from the public 


schools. The teacher in contact with the boy for 6 hours for 150 
days each year exerts a most vital influence. Immodest dress on 
the part of girls is a real menace to the morals of high school youth. 

In a study of 6,388 working children in Milwaukee 56.9% had 
left school between 14 and 14% years of age, having left before 
finishing sixth grade. The Parochial Schools having 1-3 of the city’s 
school population supply 60% of those leaving, while the public 
schools with 2-3 supply only 40%. There are more empioyed chil- 
dren from ages 14 to 17 than there are in school. Roman Catholic 
parochial schools outnumber Lutheran schools in the ratio of four 
to one. In the United States 20% of our boys and 4% of our girls 


become delinquent. 80% of the boys’ cases are credited to theft 


and destruction of property, 80% of the girls’ cases to incorrigi- 
bility and immorality. From 60-65% are Roman Catholics, 20-25% 
are Lutherans. From this study of one city it is evident that our 
youth need more and better religious instruction, that pastors, | 
parents and teachers have great opportunities and responsibilities, 
that our Inner Mission societies and institutions can do a great work 
for the Savior in reclaiming the erring youth of our land.

REPORT OF THE CENTRAL CONFERENCE 


To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest: 

The 27th Convention of the Central Conference was entertained 
by St. Luke’s Ev. Luth. Church, Goodhue, Minn., the Rev. Willis 
Beck, Pastor, Oct. 14-16, 1919. There were 17 Clerical and 8 Lay 
Delegates in attendance. 

In addition to the devotions and the transaction of in bus- 
iness, the outstanding feature of the Convention was the discussion 
of the themes of Stewardship and Tithing which was consummated 
in the adoption of the following resolution: That the Pastors of 
the Central Conference adopt the Tithe as a standard of minimum 
Christian giving and recommend the same, through prayer and per- 
sonal work, to their congregations.” 

Acting on the recommendations of the President’s Report; it 
was voted to refer the question of revising the Synodical Consti- 
tution, by striking out the clause concerning the election of a Con- 
ference Mission Committee, to the Synod’s Committee on Revision 
of Constitution. The President called attention to the need for de- 
veloping the Mission opportunities of this territory and it was voted 
that they be investigated and reported to the proper authorities. 
President Christy and President Rubrecht both having urged in their 
reports the need of having a salaried President for Synod, the Con- 
_ ference considered the question with the result that the following 
pertinent resolution was adopted with but one dissenting voice: 
“That it is the sense of this conference that the best interests of 
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the Church demand that a Salaried President be elected at the next 

meeting of Synod.” | 

Further resolutions were adopted endorsing the Polish Relief 
Campaign, protesting against opening the Minnesota State Fair 
on Sunday and thus commercializing the Lord’s Day, providing for 
co-operation with other Synods on our territory in arranging for a 
Sunday School Chautauqua, felicitating the Rev. Dr. G. H. Trabert 
on the occasion of his 76th birthday anniversary and thanking the 
Pastor and people of the Goodhue Parish for their hospitable en- 
_ tertainment.

We would call attention to the new parochial blanks adopted 
by the United Lutheran Church for uniform statistics. While there 
are some details on which we hold important improvements could 


be made, we believe that it is a step in the right direction, both for 


simp icity and for uniformity. With reference to the FORM for the 
tabulation of these congregational statistics, as there are certain 
columns not applicable to the facts of our Synod, we have omitted 
them in the interests of simplicity, besides making several other 


modifications, but without materially affecting the general plan of 


| uniform statistics. 


As to the correctness of the reports, we regret to 3 of con- 
siderable carelessness and many errors in the reports returned. It 
is of great importance that all who fill our reports be sure carefully 
to read and minutely to follow the instructions printed and added on 
the back of the blanks. Very important is the omission of cents 
from all statistics, counting over fifty cents as a dollar and less than 
fifty cents as nothing. Moreover, it is needless to say that all re- 
ports should be complete as far as there are actual data, but so 
that all items thus reported are really correct without exaggeration 
for the sake of simply making a good return for the synodical 
minutes. Our great Church should aim to be accurate and truthful 
in its published statistics, and this ideal can be realized only as the 
reports of the individual congregations are truthful and accurate.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Article IV, Section 3, Paragraph (c) amended to read: “In ex- 
traordinary cases the Executive Committee, in behalf of Synod, shall 
have power to ordain between meetings of Synod, any candidate who 
has been regularly recommended for such ordination by the Execu- 
tive Committee.” 


Article VI, Section 1, to read: “The efficers of this Synod shall 
be a President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, to be elected by ballot 
for a term of three years. The President and Secretary shall be 
ministers. The election shall proceed without nomination, and a 
two-thirds (2-3) vote shall elect. Should a third ballot be necessary, 
the vote shall be confined to the two receiving the highest number 
of votes in the second ballot, and a majority shall elect. The presi- 
dent shall not be re-elected except by a four-fifths (4-5) vote of 


the members present, but this restriction shall not hold after the 


sixth ballot, when a majority shall elect. The presidents of confer- 
ences shall in the order of their ordination be ex-officio, the vice- 
presidents of the Synod. 


Article VII, Section 2, Paragraph 2: “It shall have charge of 
the educational and missionary operations of the Synod and see that 
the resolutions of Synod and the United Lutheran Church of America 
are carried out, 


Article VIII, Section 2, mantel by inserting “President of the 
Synod” so that the section will read “The duties and powers of the 
conferences shall be: to assist in carrying out the resolutions of the 
Synod, to elect a lay member of the Executive Committee of Synod 
and in connection with said committee, to develop the mission fields 
within their bounds; with the consent of the President of Synod 
and of the congregations directly affected thereby, to form or alter 
parishes” (the remaining part of the article to stand as it is).
